Conversation With Mr. 


Chamberlain Believed to 
Foreshadow Co-operation

LONDON, Nov. 20—A return to the 
close co-operation which existed be- 
tween Great Britain and France as 
mandatory powers in Palestine and 
Syria, respectively, when General 
Weygand was High Commissioner in 
Syria, is expected as a result of the 
visit of Henri de Jouvenel to Lon- 
don. M. de Jouvenel, who succeeds 
General Sarrail as High Commis- 
sioner and only arrived yesterday 
afternoon, had several hours’ talk 
with Austen Chamberlain in the eve- 
ning and departed again this morn- 
ing. 

During their brief conversation the 
two statesmen are understood to 
have found time to touch on the 
question of the delimitation of the 
Turko-Syrian frontier and the claims 
of Ibn Saud, Sultan of Nejd, to the 
whole of northwestern Arabia up to 
Syria and including regions hitherto 
claimed for Transjordania, where the 
Emir Abdullah rules under British 
protection. 

Study of British Methods 


Naturally, however, the greater 
part of the time was taken with a 
discussion of the rebellion in Syria. 
It is expected that M. de Jouvenel 
will make a close study of British 
methods in Palestine and Irak, in the 
hope of being able to apply similar 
methods in Syria. Palestine, like 
Syria, contains many Druses, but 
they are remaining quiet, in marked 
contrast to their kinsmen over the 
border. Neither are the Palestinian 
or Irak Arabs at present showing 
signs of joining their Syrian kinsfolk, 
though private advices just received 
by a representative of The Christian 
Science Monitor from Damascus in- 
dicate that there is strong sympathy 
between them. 

The Monitor's informant, who is 
an Englishman living in Damascus, 
and who was present during the re- 
cent bombardment, declares that the

He also thinks the Lebanon 
should. be put under an entirely 
separate administration. The Leba- 
non, he points out, is inhabited 
chiefly by Christians, by Druses and 
other heterodox Moslems, and is 
comparable to Switzerland with its 


cantons. He, therefore, advocates a 
federal government for the Lebanon 
on Swiss lines. 


Unified Arab State 


The rest of Syria is predominantly 
orthodox Moslem in religion and 
Arab in race. 

The informant says they have 
strong nationalist sympathies, and 
are vaguely stretching out toward a 
unified Arab state which would em- 
brace Syria, Irak and other Arabic 
states, and revive the glories of 
Haroun Al-Raschid and other fa- 
mous Arab chliphs. Their vague un- 
restfulness began to take shape in 
sporadic banditry, and the French, 
instead of merely hunting down the 
robber bands, took stern reprisals on 
villages in the neighborhood. This, 
far from having the desired effect, 
merely served to infuriate the Arabs. 

He also believes that the origin of 
the trouble in Damascus itself lay 
partly in the long-continued lack of 
food in the poorer quarters of the 
town, and adds that relief will be 
urgently needed in the coming winter 
months if the town is not to suffer 
actual famine. * 


NEW MEXICO PLANNING 
ELECTION LAW CHANGE 


SANTA FE, N. M., Nov. 16 (Special 
Correspondence)—Arthur T. Hannett, 
Governor of New Mexico, has asked 
the women of New Mexico to submit 
an election bill to the board of six 
members which have begun work 
here drafting the proposed new elec- 
tion legislation. The Governor’s sug- 
gestion to the women was made 
through the presidents of the 
women’s clubs and the state Leugue 
of Women Voters who requested that 
woman members be added to the re- 
cently appointed legislative board. 

The Governor declined to enlarge 
the board consisting of three Dem- 
ocratic and three Republican mem- 
bers but promised to submit a draft 
of any law or suggestion which the 
women might wish to propose. The 
election board intends to have the 
new law ready to submit to a straw 
vote of the legislature by Jan. 1. If, 
after suggesting such amendments 
as necessary, the legislators signify 
their willingness to agree to it, Gov- 
ernor Hannett will call a special ses- 
sion to pass it.

NOMADIC NAVAJOS 
ACCEPT LEARNING 
AND GROW RICHER 


Young of Tribe Find School 
Makes Them Abler in 
Trade With Whites 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Nov. 16 (Special 
Corr@pondence)—Education is aid- 
ing the Navajo Indians greatly, ac- 
cording to J. Lorenzo Hubbell, who 
for a half century has traded with 


the tribe and has lived within the 
reservation. The Navajo, of the same 
general plains stock as the true 
Apache, have more than quadrupled 
in number. ' 

They have no strictly native towns, 
living in summer and winter 
“hogans,” wherever grazing may be 
found for their sheep, of which about 
1,000,000 are upon the reserve, in 
Arizona and New Mexico. Protected 
by the Government, paying no taxes, 
they have become highly prosperous. 

Yet, in their comparative isolation, 
the Navajos, till lately, have been 
resentful of attempts made toward 
education of their children, for whom, 
owing to.the tribe’s nomadic habits, 
few day schools may be maintained. 

“I used to tell them they were 
foolish when they refused to let their 
children be taken to the Government 
boarding schools,” said Mr. Hubbell. 
J told them that the only way they 
could hope to cope with the white 
man would be by use of his learning. 
Little by little the Indians have been 
coming around, till now a consider- 
able proportion of the youth have had 
outside schooling. 

“The lads and maidens are coming 
back and establishing homes, and 
their children will go to the schools, 
till civilization of very good sort 
shall have been established on the 
reservation. I find the Indians now 
are much better traders than they, 
were when they knew no English, 
and they barter intelligently in sell- 
ing their wool and blankets, silver- 
ware and other products, while they 
have a much better idea of the value 
of the things they must buy at the 
trading posts.” : 7

NEGRO COLLEGE 
GROWTH TRACED 
Dr. Gandy Expects Marked 


Progress Through Land 
Grant Institutions

# CHICAGO, Nov. 20—In the 17 land- 


grant colleges for the Negro in the 
United States lies a “most promising 
hope for a worthy contribution by 
Negro people to the development of 
the south, and these colleges are 
now and will become in an increas- 
ing way centers for mutual under- 
standing of the two races. 

Dr. John M. Gandy, president of 
the Virginia Normal and Industrial 
Institute, Petersburgh, Va., made 
this statement in addressing the 
thirty-ninth annual convention of 
the Association of Land Grant Col- 


leges here. Dr. Gandy revealed how 
land grant colleges for the Negro 
have made substantial progress dur- 
ing the last 10 years. 

Dean E. A. Burnett of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska was elected to suc- 
ceed Dr. A. F. Woods, president of 
the University of Maryland, as presi- 
dent of the association. Dr. J. L. 
Coulter, president of the North 
Dakota Agricultural College, was 
chosen vice-president, and Dean J. L. 
Hills of the University of Vermont 
was re-elected secretary-treasurer. 
S. B. Haskell, director of Massachu- 
setts experimental station, Amherst, 
Mass., was chosen assistant sec- 
retary. New members of the execu- 
tive committee are Dr. R. A. Pear- 
son, president of Iowa State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, and Dr. Woods. 


Negro Citizenship 


Dr. Gandy’s adrdess in part fol- 
lows: 


Elements of peaceful and harmoni- 
ous relationship, which is the basis 
of permanent progress of all kinds, 
are cultivated. By thinking and 
planning for their Negro popula- 
tion’s. welfare, state officials develop 
a wholesome interest and deep-seated 
good will that could hardly come 
short of culminating in a greater 
liberality of views and growing de- 
sire to see the Negro people prosper 
in a material way. 


With a broader and more varied 
education, the Negro people will con- 
tribute a larger share to develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
south. They are lending their influ- 
ence and effort in popularizing agri- 
culture by showing advantages of 
farming as a vocation and by spread- 
ing information about modern 
methods. 

The Negro land grant colleges are 
destined to raise the standard of 
citizenship of the Negro by develop- 
ment of character through perform- 
ance of the daily duties of schools, 
and through creation of a higher 
sense of thrift, honesty, respect for 
law and order. Under these condi- 
tions there will be a greater con- 
tentment and a more deep-seated 
patriotism in the Negro population. 

There are 586 teachers, 323 of 
whom are colege graduates. There 
are 13.690 students. Of this num- 
ber 1572 are in elementary schools 
which serve as practice schools for 
the teacher training department: 


4057 are in the secondary schools: 
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and 5904 were in summer sessions 
last year. 
Educational Progress 

A partial distribution of the stu- 
dents shows that 579 are pursuing 
vocational agricultural courses, 2138 
are enrolled in home ecnomic 
courses in secondary grades, 1215 
take vocational trade courses, and 
101 are following business courses. 
Two hundred and three are in col- 


teach home economics; 302 are 
planning to teach grades. 
of the teaching force has 
greatly improved use of the 
availability of better-prepared teach- 
ers. ned plants have an eval- 
uation of $7,979,848. There are 192 
permanent buildings and 5291 acres 
of land. Of this property, 2080 acres 
are under cultivation, and yielded 
crops of various kinds this year, 
having a value of $75,036.

done. Not one of them has ample 
housing space for the rapidly grow- 
ing student population. 

Teaching faeilities are still too lim- 
ited and inadequate; little has been 
done to build up Wbraries to meet 
needs of college work. Campuses 
need developing. In many cases farm 
operations are hampered because of 
lack of modern machinery, and many 
of the officers and teachers are 
greatly under-pald.

The foundation of this enormous 
development rests upon commerce. 
New York is an imperial city, but it 
is not a seat government. The 
empire over wh it ruleg is nat po- 
litical, but commercial. he great 
cities of the-ancient world were the 
seats of both government and indus- 
trial power. The Middle Ages fur- 
nished a few exceptions. The great 
capitals of former times were not 
only seats of government but they 
actually governed. 


Wrought for Freedom 


In the modern world government 
is. inclined to be merely a tenant of 
the city. Political life and industrial 
life flow on side by side, but practi- 
cally separated from each. other. 
When we contemplate the enormous 
power, autocratic and uncontrolled, 
which would have been created by 
joining the authority of government 
with the influence of business, we 
can better appreciate the wisdom of 
the fathers in their wise dispensa- 
tion which made Washington the 
political center df the country and 
left Mew York to develop into its 
They wrought 
michtily for freedom. 

The great advantages of this ar- 
rangement seem to me to be ob- 
vious.. The only great disadvantages 
which appear lie in the possibility 
that otherwise business and govern- 
ment might have had a better un- 
derstanding of each other and been 
less likely to develop mutual mis- 
apprehensions and suspicions. If a 
contest could be held to determine 
how much those whe are really 
prominent in our government life 
know about business, and how much 
those who are really prominent in 
our business life know about govern- 
ment, it is my firm conviction that 
the prize would be awarded to those 
who are in government life. 

This is as it ought to be, ror those 
who have the greater authority 
ought to have the greater know!l- 
edge. But it is my even firmer con- 
viction that the general welfare of 
our country could be very much ad- 
vanced through a better knowledge 
by both of those parties of the mul- 
told prob! with which each has 
to deal. Whil® our system gives an 
opportunity’ for t beriefit by en- 
couraging detachment and breadth 
of vision which ought not to be sac- 


. rifieed, it does not have the advan- 
tages which.could be secured if each 


had a better conception of their mu- 
tual requirements. * 
Open Door of Opportunity 

While I have spoken of what I 
believed would be the advantages of 
understanding. 
I should put an even stronger em- 
phasis on the desirability ot the 
largest possible independence be- 
tween government and business. 
Each ought te be sovereign in its 
own sphere. When Government 
comes unduly under the influence of 
busthess, the tendency is to develop 
an administration which closes the 
door of oppertunity; becomes nar- 
row and selfish In its outlook, and 
results in ah oligarchy. When gov- 
ernment enters the fleld of business 
with its great resources, it has a 
tendency to extravagance and neff. 
clency, but, having the power to 
crush all competitors, Ukewise closes 
the door of opportunity, and results 
in monopoly. 

It is always a problem in a repub- 
hic to maintain on the one side that 
_efficiency which comes only from 
trained and skillful management 
without nning into fossilization 
end autocracy, and to maintain on 
the other hand that equality of 
opportunity which is the result 
of political and economic Hberty 


Without running into dissolution and

anarchy. The general results in our 


‘+ ‘country, our freedom and prosper- 
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‘ poration and commerce, 
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my. - warrant the assertion that our 
hystem of institutions has been ad- 
vancing in the right direction in the 
attempt to solve these problems. We 
have order, opportunity, wealth, 
und progress. 

Where there has been in the past 
and will be in the future a consid- 
erable effort in this country of dif- 
ferent business interests to attempt 
to run the Government in such a 
way as to set up a system of priv- 
liege, and while there have been and 
who are constantly 
seeking io commit the Government 
to a policy of infringing upon the 
domain of private business. both of 
these efforts have been very largely 
discredited, and with reasonable 
vigilance on the part of the people 
to preserve their frecdom do not 
now appear to be dangerous. 

Employer and Employee 

When I have_been referring to 
business, I haye used the word in 
its all-inclusive sense to denote 
alike the employer and employee, 
the production of agriculture and 
industry, the distribution of. trans- 
and the 
service of finance and banking. It 
is the work of the world. In mod- 
ern’ life,. with aH; its intricacies. 
businéss bas come to hold 4 very 
dominant position in the thoughts 
of all enlightened peoples. 

Rightly understood, this is not a 
criticism, but a compliment. In its 
great economic organization it does 
net represent, as some have hastily 
concluded, a mere desire to minister 
to selfishness. The New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce is not made up of 
men merely animated with a pur- 
pose to get the better of each other. 
It is something far more important 
than a sordid desire for gain. It 
could not successively succeed on 
that basis. It is dominated by a 
more worthy impulse; it rests on a 
higher law. 

True business represents the mu- 
tual organized effort of society to 
minister to the economic require- 
ments of civilization. It is an effort

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terial needs of each other. While it 
is not an end in itself, it is the im- 
portant means f the attainment- 


gf a supreme end.

been the autocratic practice abroad 
of directly supporting and financing 
different business projects, except in 
case of great emergency, but we 
have rather held to 4 democratic 
policy of cherishing the general 
structure of business while holding 
its avenues open to the widest com- 
petition, in order that its opportu- 
nities an its benefits might: be given 
the broadest possible participation. 

While it is true that the Govern- 
ment ougbt not to be and is not 
committed to certain methods ac- 
quisition, which, while partaking of 
the nature of unfair practices try to 
masquerade under the guise of busi- 
ness, the Government is and ought 
to be thoroughly committed to 
every endeavor of production and 
distribution which is entitled to be 
designated as true business. Those 
who are so engaged, instead of re- 

ding the Government as their 

ponent and enemy, ought to re- 
gard is as their vigilant supporter 
and friend. 4 } 

It is only in exceptional instances 
that thie means a change on the 
part. of the national Administration 
so much as it means a change on 
the part of trade. Except for the re- 
quirements of safety, “health and 
taxation, the law enters very little 
into the work of production. It is 
mostly when we come to the prob- 
lems of distripution that we meet 
the more rigid exactions of legisla- 
ion. 4 
Opposition to Monopoly 


The main reason why certain 
practices in this direction have been 
denounced is because they are a 
species of unfair competition on the 
one nd or tend to monopoly and 
restraint of trade on the other. 
The whole policy of the Govern- 
ment in its system of oppesition to 
monopoly, and its public regulation 
of transportation and trade, has 
been animated by a desire to have 
business remain business, We are 
politically free people and mast be 
an economically free people. 

It is my belief that the whole ma- 
terial developmenf of our country 
has been enormously stimulated by 
teason of the general insistence on 
the part’ of the public authorities 
that economic effort ought not to 
partake of privilege, and that busi- 
ness should be unhampered and free. 
This could never have been done 
under a system of freight-rate dis- 
criminations sor monopolistic trade 
associations. These might have en- 
riched a few for a limited period, but 
they never would have enriched the 
country, while on the firmer foun- 
dation ot justice we have achieved 
even more ample individual for- 
tunes and a perfectly unprecedented 
era of general prosperity. 

This has resulted in no small part 
from the ene acceptance on the 
part of those o own and control 
the wealth of the Nation, that it is 
to be used not to oppress but to 
serve. It is that policy, sometimes 
perhaps imperfectly expressed and 
clumsily administered, that has ani- 
mated the national Government. In 
observance there is unlimited 
opportunity for progress and pros- 
perity. 


Administration of Justice 
It would be difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to estimate the contribution 
which government makes to busi- 


ness. It is notorious that where the 
government is bad, business is bad. 
The mere fundamental precepts of 
the administration of justice; the 
providing of order and security, are 
priceless. The prime 1 — —— 
value of all property is the - 
Ake hut ite peaceful 2 — 
will de publicly defended. 

If disorder should break out in 
your city, if there should be a con- 
viction extending over any length 
of time that the rights of persons 


and property could no longer be pro- 


tected by law, the value of your tall 
buildings would shrink to about the 
price of what are now water fronts 
of old Carthage or what are now 
corner lots in ancient Babylon. It is 
really the extension of these funda- 
mental rights that the Government 
is constantly attempting to apply to 
modern business. It wants its right- 


ful possessors to rest in security, it 


wants apy’ wrongs that they may 
suffer to have a legal remedy, and it 
is all the time striving through ad- 
ministrative machinery to prevent 
7 advance the infliction of injus- 
tice. = 

These undoubtedly represent poli- 
cies which are wise and sound and 
necessary. That they have often 
been misapplied and many times 
run into excesses, nobody can deny. 
Regulation has often become re- 
striction, and inspection has too fre- 
quently been little less than obstruc- 
tlon. This was the natural result of 
those times in the past when there 
were practices in business which 
warranted severe disapprobation. 

Removal of Prejudice 

It was only natural that when 
these abuses were reformed by an 
aroused public opinion a great deal 
®f prejudice which ought to have 
been discriminating and directed 
only at certain evil.practices came 
to include almost the whole domain 
of business, especially where it had 
been gathered into large 
After the abuses had been discon- 
tinued the prejudice remained to 
produce a large amount of legisla- 
tion, Which, however well meant in 
its application to trade, undoubtedly 
hampered but did not improve. 

It is this misconception and mis- 
application, disturbing and wasteful 
in their results, which the national 
Government is attempting to avoid.

Appeals for World Court 

With our already enormous and 
constantly increasing interests 
abroad, there are constantly accumu: - 
lating reasons why we should sig- 
nify our adherence to the Permanent 
Court of International Justice. Mind- 
ful of our determination to avoid all 


interference in the political affairs, 
which do not concern us, of other 
Nations, I can think of no more re- 
assuring action than the declaration 
of America that it will whole-heart- 
edly join with others in the support 
of the tribunal for the administration 
of international justice which they 
have created. I can conceive of no- 
thing that we could do, which in- 
volves assuming so few obligations 
on our part, that would be likely to 
prove of so much value to the world. 


Beyond its practical effect, which 
might be somewhat small, it would 
have a sentjmental effect which 
would be tremendous. It would be 
public notice that the enormous in- 
fluences of our country were to be 
cast upon the side of the enlighten- 
ing processes of civilization. It would 


be the begining of a new world 
spirit. 


This is the land of George Wash- 
ington. We can do no less than work 
toward the realization of his hope. 
It ought to be our ambition to see the 
institutions which he founded grow 
in the blessings which they bestow 
upon our own citizens and increase 
in the good which their influence 
cast upon all the world. He did not 
hesitate to meet peril or encounter 
danger or make sacrifices.

We 
must meet our perils; we must en- 
counter our dangers; we must make 
our sacrifices; or history will re- 
count that the works of Washington 
have failed. I do not believe the fu- 
ture is to be dismayed by that record. 
The truth and faith and justice of 
the ancient das have not departed

It is stated that this year’s bydget 
will close with the third successive 
surplus.

VIENNA, Nov. 20—The National 
Council of Austrian Women has pe- 
titioned the Government to organize 
a women’s police force, according to 
information supplied to The Christian 
Science Monitor representative by a

Cuyp, with a perceptive art, divined 

this trait in them. The exeellent 
Dutchman—sémething in his. very 
hame seems to predestine him for 
coOws—was no merely bovine special- 
ist. He painted also fighting cocks, 
governors of the Indies, huntsmen 
and cavaliers by lake and wooded 
hill, and above all the golden haze 
over the country; but a cow is sel- 
dom lacking in the midst—it was his 
fate to return jp them, And they are 
steeped in his radiant peace; yet the 
structure of them, their heavy barrel 
and bony angularities, are retained 
exactly. 
He ‘appreciates them as a tribe 
and in the variousness of moods and 
individuals. The two smaller Cuyps 
in the National Gallery are satisfying 
in that way. In “Cows on a Bank 
with Herdsman,” a darkish umber 
landscape with suppressed gold in it, 
and a threatening of storm, the 
grouped beasts seem to share ‘the 
spirit, ot the boy underneath; on the 
lonely bank they are domestically at 
one with him.

One siniple’ leaf, an . heart, 
Closes around its slender stem; 
Not all the witchery of art 
Could fashion such a faultless gem. 
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amazement under its clenched dig- 
unity. 
But they uke never found a Cuyp 
in literature. It may be my igno- 
rance,.but it seems to me fhat their 
commemoration in books is really 
inadequate. Wordsworth, who—if 
one may say it with sympathy—had 
more of the cow in him than any 
other poet of his magnitude, should 
have done more with them. He is ex- 
cellent with sheep; but for cows 
is there any picture of his... ex- 
cept the “forty, feeding like one?“ 
Going onwards, there is no master- 
hand until we come to Thomas 
Hardy, who suggests their looks and 
movements with the intuitiveness of 
a dweller among them. “Tess,” in 
its most delectable and subtlest part, 

is a kind of symphony of the dairy. 

Stevenson’s little poem has been 
mentioned. Of our later poets, Mr.

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Odd Jobs in the House 
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HERE are certain occasional 
tasks in every house which do 
not come into the ordinary rou- 
tine of work, and a wet day affords 
an excellent opportunity for accom- 
plishing them. If neglected, these 
items will in time become a source 
of trouble and expense. 

One of the most important of the 
“odd jobs” is a thorough inspection 
of the household drains and pipes. 
Lack of due care and proper and fre- 
quent flushing results in stoppages 
and leakages. Every drain should 
be thoroughly flushed with strong 
hot soda water, and then a suction 
sink-cleaner applied to remove any 
possible impediment. If there ap- 
pears to be u stoppage in the pipe, 
a second application of strong soda 
water should be given. An examina- 
tion of the pipes leading from sink 
or lavatory basin will show a distinct 
bend in the pipe underneath the 
basin. Very often a stoppage occurs 
at this point, and for this reason a 
screw is provided at the bend. This 
can be removed with a suitable tool 
and any obstruction taken away. 

Leaking Faucets 

If faucets are dripping, a new 

washer is often necessary. If the 
water wells up the center of the 
faucet and then overflows, the stuff- 
ing-box requires repacking. Either of 
these jobs can be undertaken by the 
housewife herself if she has once 
been shown how to do them, and 
many plumbers’ bills will be saved 
by her becoming expert at these odd 
obs. 
To repair a faucet, the first thing 
is to unscrew the nut fixed a little 
distance below the handle. This can 
be done with a cycle spanner. Before 
beginning operations, it is necessary 
to turn off the water supply and to 
open the tap itself to the fullest pos- 
sible extent. When the nut has been 
removed, the tap and its center rod 
will come out of the portion carrying 
the nozzle and pipe. 

If. the packing is faulty, the cap 
with a milled edge should be un- 
screwed, the worker noting carefully 
how the parts fit together, so that 
they may be replaced correctly. The 
space around the spindle should first 
be wound with strands of hemp or 
raveled twine, previously run through 
fat or drawn across a candle. The 
spindle should then be returned and 
the niilled cap tightened up. 

If the washer needs replacing, the 
loose portion of the faucet should be 
turned up and the small nut at the 
base unscrewed. The faulty’ Washer 
can then be removed and a fresh one 
put into place. Washers of various 
sizes made of rubber can be bought 
for a few cents or serviceable ones 
can be homemade from supple 
leather. é' 

Oil Can in Hand 

A round with the oil can is well 
worth while_on a wet day. Bolts, 
locks, and, hinges will work better 
and last longer for the occasional 
application of a little light machine 
dil. Likewise the sewing machine, 
vacuum cleanér, carpet ssweeper, and 

typewriter will be grateful for a 

touch of of] in the right parts. 

Many minor repairs can be under- 
taken on wet days, and in most cases 
a stitch in time will prove a real 
économy. It is a good plan to visit 

seach room in turn, and after a de- 
tailed examination to make a note of 
anything out of order, such as a 
faulty blind spring, a missing bed 
castor, a tear in the wallpaper, @ 
chair to be recaned, china to be 
mended, and so on. Anything that 
needs repair should be attended to 
at the earliest opportunity. 

Small upholstery repairs can 

easily be undertaken with the aid of 

a simple toolbox. When the seat of 
‘a chair sinks and sags, it is often 

because the crossed bars of webbing 

hderneath have given way. If the 
chair is turned upside-down, fresh 
webbing can be fastened into place, 
but care should be taken to stretch 
each piece taut. If the castors have 
*become loose, the first step is to un- 
fasten the screws and remove the 
castor. The holes made by the 
screws should be filled up with small

Home tinkering should enter into 
the curriculum of every housewife 
who values economy. THe tinkering. 
outfit necessary is very simple, con- 
sisting of a small soldering iron, a 
piece of soft solder and a tin of flux- 
ite, all of which can be obtained at 
the ironmonger’s at very small cost. 

Enamel ware and fireproof pottery 
can be repaired with cement. The 
pans must be left for three days in 
order that the cement may thor- 
oughly harden. China can be suc- 
cessfully mended with flake white oil 
paint if the broken edges are per- 
fectly clean and dry before the paint 
is applied. If the broken utensil is 
then tied around with tape the paint 
will become yery hard in a few 
hours and the joining almost in- 


visible. 
Lighting Fixtures 


Most necessary, too, is an inspec- 
tion of gas mantles and electric light 
bulbs. Faulty mantles or wornout 
bulbs are very wasteful, as they are 
consuming lighting power without 
giving corresponding service. New 
manties and’ fresh bulbs, therefore, 
should be fixed at regular intervals, 
in order to keep lighting bills as 
low as possible. 


When examining electric fixtures, 
care should be 
lamps of low wattage are supplied 
on landings and other places where 
brilliant illumination is not re- 
quired. It is an economy, too, to 
have fixed the new type of switch 
which controls the amount of light 
in the bulb, much as an electric 
oven switch controls three heats of 
the oven. With such a switch the 
light can be partially turned on at 
times when the full light is not re- 
quired. 

In a gas-lighted house, all the 
burners should be removed and the 
dust blown out of them, and a needle 
used to clean the small holes inside 
the burner if these are blocked. As 
with electric lamps, it is poor econ-

omy to waste gas with broken or 
burnt-out mantles. A new mantie 
costs little, and will make all the 
difference in the comfort given by 
the illumination. The effectiveness 
of the light depends upon the right 
mixture of air and gas. Care should 
be taken, therefore, to see that this 
is properly regulated by turning the 
pierced collar on the burner. 

Miniature incandescent burners 
can be obtained for use where only 
a minimum of light is required. The 
use of such lighting economies will 
considerably reduce the bills, and are 
entirely worth while. 


To Utilize a Gigot of Mutton 


EOPLE have no idea what a 


very profitable joint a gigot of 
mutton is, if one weighing about 


five pounds or more, according to the 
size of the family, is purchased, and 
this should include a small piece of 
the loin. From such a cut several 
dishes may be had, such as roast 
loin, grilled steak, with maitre 
d'hotel butter, and fillets. 


It should never be used until it has 
hung for three or four days. When 
the joint arrives from the butcher 
sprinkle the whole surface with a 
little borax, A sprinkler for this pur- 
pose can be bought from the grocer. 


Roast Loin 


The first portion to be taken from 
the joint is the loin (this will weigh 
about 2 lbs.) Bone it carefully, re- 
move some of the fat, tie it around 
in three places with string, and roast 
for one hour. Lay the superfluous 
fat on the joint and as the meat 
cooks the fat will keep it well basted. 
Serve with red currant jelly. 


Grilled Steak 


The following day two steaks will 
be available, % of a pound each in 
weight and & of an inch in thick- 
ness. These must be cut off the leg. 
Sprinkle each steak with a little 
salt and pepper, then with a knife 
spread the surface with dripping, 
margarine or butter. Put the grill 
(when greased) over a clear fire and 
cook the steak about two minutes on 
each side; this seals the pores of the 
meat and prevents the juices from 
escaping. When the steak is done, 
which will be in from 12 to 14 min- 
utes, place on it a piece of maitre 
d’hétel butter. Serve with chipped 
potatoes.

Put all the ingredients on a plate 
and work together with a knife, then 
make into a square and put into a 
very cool place until wanted for use. 

Fillets 

Fillets will make a dinner for the 
third day. Cut off two steaks, remove 
from each the center bone. Take a 
round pastry cutter, 2 inches in diam- 
eter, and cut out the fillets with the 
point of a very sharp knife. If the 
fillets are inclined to spread, tie 
firmly with string, to be removed 
when the meat is cooked. Wipe the 
meat with vinegar, and bat with a 
cutlet bat. Place a piece of dripping. 
about 2 oz., in a frying pan, and 
when this is very hot put in the 
fillets, cook quickly on each side 
about 2 minutes, then more slowly 
for about 8 minutes. Take a nice to- 
mato, cut it into four rounds and 
with a little dripping or margarine 
cook these for about 3 minutes in the 
oven. When'tre fillets are cooked, 
place a round of tomato on each, and 
on this a pat of maitre d’hétel but- 
ter. Serve with peas, French beans, 
or „small Brussels sprouts and 
creamed potatoes.

Fruit Cake 
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Modern Art Workers in an Old Inn 


IGHT under the shadow of 
Christchurch Priory, Christ- 
church, England, is Wight 
Bells, the home of the Christchurch 


art workers. As far back as the four- 
teenth century the Eight Bells stood 
there, only in those days it was a 
fishermen’s resort, famous as the inn 
that never shut, night or day. 

Passing through the low, dark- 
paneled rooms, whose walls and 
floors bulge unexpectedly, and 
through a vine-clothed courtyard,’ 
one finds a big room with an open 
fireplace, where the men boiled their 
lobsters, mended their nets and sold 
their fish to the townspeople; for 
Eight Bells is close upon the har- 
bor. Upstairs, under the heavy roof- 
beams there is a secret passage 
leading over the roof of the houses 
to the priory grounds and quay. 

Edward Eyres’ Idea 

Stories abound about the old 
house, but none is more adventurous 
than its present use. In 1910, Ed- 
ward Byres, an artist in black-and- 
white, and designs for stone and 
pettery, made practical a dream. He 
and his wife, an artist in pastels, had 
often wished that they had the 
means to collect works of art and 
form an art gallery which should be 
always open to the public. That was 
not .possible, but a craft shop was. 
Edward Eyres foresaw there was—

inexpensive work, of good color, and 
good line. 

At that time in England craft or- 
ganizations were nearly always sub- 
sidized as a semicharity, and this he 
felt to be wrong.

Fragility in the Wash ö Ee 


ERE are many little accessor- 
les and “special” garments in

which require most careful treatment 
if washed at home. All depends upon 


a knowledge of what is the right way 
to deal with each fabric in order to 
get satisfactory results. 

The most delicate woolen fabrics 
can be sucesssfully washed if suffi- 
cient care is taken. There are two 
essential points in the washing of 
them — first, an even, tepid tempera- 
ture for all waters used; and, sec- 
ondly, a kneading and squeezing ac- 
tion of washing rather than rub- 
bing. A little ammonia added to the 
washing waters is good. Soap solu- 
tion should always be employed for 
washing woolens, and just enough 
to lather should also be added to the 
rinsing waters. This is necessary in 
order to replace some of the natural 
fat (lanolin) found in wool fiber, and 
which keeps it soft and pliable. 
Woolens and flannels must never be 
wrung, but should be squeezed as dry 
as possible with the hands. Jump- 
jers and coats are best dried in a

Hew to Wash Gloves 

Wash gloves are now so popular 
that a quick-acting. soap of this 
nature is an essential. In the case 
of washing suéde it is best to rinse 


the gloves in clear tepid water, but 
for chamois skins a little soap in 
the rinsing water keeps them soft 
and pliable. 

It is possible to restore, in the 
following manner, color to chamois 
gloves that have faded with wear. 
Put some orange peel to soak in 
water overnight and next day put the 
peel into a saucepan of water and 
let it boil for a few minutes. If this 
water is then used for washing the 
gloves they will deepen in hue. 

Bran as a Cleanser 

Tussore and shantung silk gar- 
ments are best washed in bran 
water. This is prepared by tying 
half a pint of bran loosely in a 
muslin bag and stewing it in two 
quarts of water for an hour. About 
half of this solution should then be 
added to the bowl of warm washing 
water and enough soap solution 
added to form a good lather. The 
rest of the bran water should be dis- 
tributed between two bowls of tepid 
rinsing water. The bran keeps the 
material soft and a good color, and 
alto gives a slight stiffness or “body” 
to it.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Nov. 13 — 
Success of prohibition enforcement 
in Florida waters is largely meas- 
ured by the declining exports of 
liquor—recorded in British statistics 
to the Bahama Islands. Nassau, the 
West Indies, Cuba, and other foreign 
possessions and countries de within 
easy sailing distance of the long 
Florida coast line. Florida coast 
guard officers believe they have the 
smuggling situation well in hand, but 
they let the figures speak for them- 
selves. 

In 1919 the British exports of 
whisky to the Bahama Islands to- 
taled only 15,135 gallons. At the 
height of the smuggling trade in 1923 
the figure had jumped to 518,114 gal- 
lons. Exports in the same year to 
ether British West Indies points 
were 73,103, making a total of 591. 
114. Then came the drive on the op- 
erators. The telltale statistics show 
that in 1924 the British whisky ex- 

ports to all the British West Indies 
* totaled only 392,260 gallons. The first 
seven mionths of 1925 show exports 

pf 238,011, or about the same as the 
Irst seven months of last year. These 
figures are measured in British im- 

_* perial gallons. American measure-

“The coast guard uses airplanes to 
spot liquor ships and parent rum 
vessels to good effect in New Eng- 
land waters, but we don't need air-

“That 
is a notorious boat—the Gray Goose. 

“We brought that in a day or so 
ago. From the way it looks outside 
you wouldn’t guess perhaps that she 
has a 250-horsepower engine inside 
her, and can make faster time than 
any of our own craft. We took her 
fully loaded one night just as she 
was coming into her rendezvous. 

The cargo on her would be worth 
from $5000 to $6000. The boat itself 
is worth perhaps $15,000. That's the 
type of boat we pick up in these 
waters, and we are picking them up 
all the time!” 

Adventurous Times 

Commander Porcher's men and 
boats live through hard, adventurous 
times these days. They are pitted 
against craft that are generally fast- 
er than government boats, manned 
with crews who do not hesitate to 
use extreme means to defend this 
lawlessness. 

‘Twelve miles off shore, the other 
night, a United States patrol boat 
picked up a well-known rum smug- 
gler in a path of moonlight. To right

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Among the Railroads 


LOCK signals, as a means of ex- 

pediting train movements, have 

more than paid for themselves. 
Eliminating unecessary train stops, 
which, for heavy passenger tra.ns, are 
more than $2 and for a long freight 
drag are more than five times this 
(not considering delay to other traf- 
fic), is an obvious economy. The 
signals not only give an indication of 
the block, or several blocks, ahead: 
they may be used as substitutes for 
written messages. 

The refinements of signaling have 
led to intricate signal indications in 
which different combinations or posi- 
tions of lights have more than a dozen 
separate meanings. The stap signal 
is always a positive indication, usually 
red, and where more than one light is 
used, all the lights for this signal are 
red. Building on this, variations per- 
mit of a “stop, then proceed prepared 
to stop short of train or obstruction”; 
“stop, then proceed prepared to find 
next block occupied,” and other indi- 
cations of a less restrictive nature. 

For a locomotive engineer to read 

correctly the many different indica- 
tions—the exact meanings of which 
are of an involved character in the 
rule of eastern roads 
when traveling at 60 miles an hour, 
requires vigilance and a quick intelli- 
gence. If he does not “make his 
time” on the road, he is often cen- 
sured. If he endeavors to get over 
the road on schedule, he must fre- 
quently take chances, with occasional 
disastrous results. The writer has rid- 
de. in a locomotive cab when the en- 
gineer and fireman disagreed as to a 
sighal indication, but no slowdown re- 
su ‘ed. 
On the Pennsylvania, a new type of 
signal rd with color position lights 
is being Installed. The New York divi- 
si 1 handles nearly 250 passenger and 
more than 100 freight trains daily on 
the four to six-tracked line. The sig- 
nal system is complicated and the 
train schedules are fast. The fog often 
obscures the signals. Automatic train- 
contro] safeguards such conditions and 
aids the engineer confronted with an 
involved block signal system. 


Statistical References Compiled 
Summaries of railroad statistics for 
the years 1916 to 1924, containing data 
as to finances, traffic, equipment and 
operating performances have been 


compiled by the Bureau of Railway 


Economics, Washington, in one small 
pamphlet. A more comprehensive book 
has been assembled by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission dealing with 
the years 1921 to 1924 in which the 
complete annual reports for all Class 
1 railroads are included. 

Comparison of operating averages 
is made and the figures are set up in 
a manner suitable for ready refer- 
ence in analyzing an individual road 
or in contrasting its performance with 


that of other carriers. 


Message Exchange 

An increasing number of travelers 
are using the facilities of the mes- 
sage exchanges at the Gfand Central 
and Pennsylvania Terminals, New 
York, it is reported. The service ren- 
dered is charged for, the exchange 
not being a part of the railroads’ 
functions, although the employees of 
the railroads co-operate in assisting 
the messengers in performing their 
tasks. 

Persons desiring to communicate 
with friends arriving or departing on 
trains may telephone the message 
exchange and a courier will page the 
individual either on the train, at the 
gate or in the waiting room. Simil- 
larly. packages will be delivered, mail 
received im care of the exchange and 
held until called for, guides furnished, 
and many other details of travel or 
pleasure arranged. Charles are nomi- 
nal and based largely on the value of 
service and time required to perform 


The messengers wear green caps and 
move about the terminals where such 
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exchanges are located, awaiting.com- 
missions from passengers, or seeking 
those whem they have been instructed 
to meet and assist. 

Because of bus competition with its 
steam trains, the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road entered the bus field during the 
summer. Thé president of its subsid- 
iary company, H. F. Fritch, recently 
admitted that on some routes at least, 
the revenues did not cover the ex- 
penses. Entering into this situation, 
however, is the fact that the rall- 
road went into the bus business in 
the middie of the season, did not in- 
dulge in extensive advertising, and 
faced the usual obstacles of a new 
venture in untried fields. 

The question arises as to the de- 
gree of prosperity of independent bus 
operators not only in N England 
but in other localities. If the rail- 
road, with an organization almost 
ready-made, with ticket-selling facili- 
tles available and with other advan- 
tages does not show a profit, how 
can the private operators do so? The 
railroad bus line. with the resources 
of the railway back of it, can stay 
in the game longer than other com- 
panies, thereby perhaps stifling com- 
petition. Whether this is desirable, is 
another pint worthy of considera- 
tion. 

The “cut-throat” competition be- 
tween bus lines has reached an acute 
stage in Texas. Between San Antonio 
and Austin, 82 miles, the bus fares 
have heen cut to $1. Needless to say, 
the railroad are doing almost no local 
business. The immediate situation is 
favorable to the passengers, with low 
rates. The ultimate effect of this de- 
serves study from all angles. 

Costs Reduced 

The ratio of “transportation ex- 
penses” to total revenues for the first 
nine month of 1925 showed remark- 


able achievements for some roads. In 
contrast to an average of 35 per cent 
for all roads, the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas reduced its costs for the inci- 
dentals of actually moving trains to 
25.9 per cent of its revenues, while 
the Union Pacific and Norfolk & West- 
ern reduced theirs to 27 per cent. The 
total operating ratios of these roads 
were: Missouri-Kansas-Texas, 63.2 per 
cent: Union Pacific, 67.8 per cent, and 
Norfolk and Western 66 per cent. 

In the operating ratios are reflected 
all costs and these roads, together 
with the Michigan Central and At- 
lantic Coast Line materially reduced 
expenses, largely through economies 
in the transportation work, denoting 
increased efficiency.
